1. I not CL 3 at lunch on Arlday, 16 November 1951 »t his 
invitation. Sot having assn sash other for approximately two asst ha, 
wo took advantage of the opportunity to bring each other up-to-date 
on various mtters of common concern in regard to Project HEED and 
the nestings I attended with tbs British in Rone. 

2. With reference to Project FIEND, I informed CL L2 that ve 

had received a nos sage indicating that ^ 3 ) in London was 

trying to arrange for congratulatory texsgram to he sent in the 
names of Messrs. Churchill and Eden to the Albanian National Coaodttee 
on the occasion of Albanian Independence Day, 28 November, and that 
this message implied that the question of those telegram was a a ntlonsd 
during conversations between Hr. Wiener and r "* LLl tn L ead en 

earlier this math. I then pointed out that, in reply to an inquiry 
made by me, He, Winner stated that he did net recall having discus s e d 
this subject. I added that unl e s s we were in a position to send 
similar cables under the signatures of the President and It, Ashmen, 
or other suitable high-level officials in the United States Govern- 
ment, the Churchill and Eden messages would be definitely undesirable 
from our point of view. I have asked CL d bo find out aa soon as 
possible whether in fact the Fbrelgn Office had agreed to the desire- 
hillty of those me ssag es and whether CL 3D fdt that he had a 
reasonably good chance of getting people uxe unurehlll and Eden to 
shew the recognition of the Committee which such sables would luply. 

CL LH promised to try to got ms the answer by Monday night, 19 
soveaoer.
